PREFACE 


One of the most frequently used sections of the 
Yearbook is the Names Index. By means of this 
index it is possible to find at which university any 
of the 50,000 men and women who comprise the 
university teaching and administrative staff of the 
Commonwealth is serving. As well as providing 
a quick means of reference these comprehensive 
lists of names will provide raw material for any 
investigators seeking to measure the considerable 
movement of teaching staff from one country to 
another and from one university to another within 
the Commonwealth, as illustrated by the overseas 
degrees appearing after names. 

As a key to other parts of the book the General 
Index will be found valuable, containing as it does 
references to institutions, to subjects of study and 
to such topics as Admission, Degrees, Super- 
annuation, Vacation Courses, etc. It gives a 
ready guide for surveying the university provision 
throughout the Commonwealth in a particular 
field of study and a means of identifying in the 
book institutions whose country of location is not 
known. 

The Appendices contain, inter alia, full entries 
for the universities of two countries now outside 
the Commonwealth which have expressed a wish 
to remain in the Yearbook — those of the Republic 
of Ireland (which, though not in actual member- 
ship of the Association, retain close associations 
with the Association of Universities of the British 
Commonwealth) and those of the Republic of 
South Africa (which under the legal interpretation 
of its constitution remain for the time being 
members of the Association). Appendix III con- 


tains a unique summary — much used by candi- 
dates for admission and those who advise them — 
of the admission requirements of universities in 
Australia, Canada and the United Kingdom. 
Appendix VII describes in summary form the 
Commonwealth Scholarship and Fellowship Plan 
which was drawn up at the first Commonwealth 
Education Conference at Oxford in 1959 and was 
reviewed at the second conference in New Delhi 
in 1962. 

The editors wish to make the Yearbook as 
effective of a work reference as possible and will 
give careful consideration to any constructive 
suggestions for its improvement which readers 
may wish to offer. Copies of the book may be 
consulted in the library or registrar’s office of all 
.Commonwealth universities and are understood 
to be available for reference in many other uni- 
versity libraries throughout the world. 

The Yearbook is a co-operatively compiled 
work, the material for which is supplied from 
some 200 university or college offices in 22 
countries to the office of the A.U.B.C. in London 
where it is edited before being sent to press. The 
Executive Council of the Association again wishes 
to express its thanks to the registrars, and to the 
authors of the national introductions, without 
whose sympathetic help this volume would not 
have been produced. It must be understood, 
however, that neither the Association nor the 
universities, while taking every care to ensure 
reliability, can accept responsibility for any error 
that may appear among the very many statements 
of fact which the book contains. 
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The Association of Universities of the British Commonwealth is a voluntary society whose members 
are institutions of university standing in the various countries of the Commonwealth. It was founded 
in 1913 as the Universities Bureau of the British Empire and changed to its present name in 1948 ! 
it is incorporated under the Companies Acts of the United Kingdom. There are at present 138 
member institutions. 

The headquarters of the Association are situated at No. 36 Gordon Square, London, W.C.i (tel.: 
Euston 857a), close to the University of London Senate House and University College. Members of 
the teaching staff or other officers of any member university are invited, when visiting London, to call 
at these premises, where there is a common room and facilities for interviews. Overseas visitors are 
especially requested to register, on or before arrival in the United Kingdom, their names and addresses 
with the secretary at 36 Gordon Square, tb enable enquiries and communieations for them to be dealt 
with. A branch office for Commonwealth Scholarships and Appointments was opened in 1961 at 
Marlborough House, Pall Mall, London, S.W.i (tel. : Whitehall 6617). 

A full description of the functions of the Association, with its legal constitution and a list of its 
members and their representatives, will be found in Appendix VIII at page 1620.

GUIDE TO THE UNIVERSITY 
ENTRIES 


The date at the beginning of each Yearbook uni- 
versity entry is the date at which the material was 
completely revised and brought up to date by the 
university for this edition. Resignations, retire- 
ments and new appointments which it was known 
then would take effect before March 1963 were 
taken account of in the compilation of the staff 
lists ; and, where universities supplied the neces- 
sary information, subsequent senior staff changes 
were also incorporated up to the time of going to 

Date op Foundation. The date of foundation 
is given immediately below the name of the uni- 
versity and is normally the year in which the 
institution came into legal existence with the title 


of university i.e. the year the act or charter 
incorporating it with the title of university came 
into force. (In the case of colleges which do not 
have the tide of university, read ‘college’ for 
‘umversity’ in the previous sentence). If the 
university had an earlier existence as a university 
institution, whether corporate or unincorporated, 
this may also be mentioned. 

The Principai, Divisions of each Yearbook uni- 
versity entry are : (1) Principal Officers ; (a) 
Teaching Staff; (3) Administrative and Other 
Staff ; (4) Constituent, Affiliated or Associated 
Institutions ; (5) General Information ; (6) 

‘The Year 1961’. 


PRINCIPAL OFFICERS AND TEACHING STAFF 


Departments. The directory of teaching staff 
is subdivided into departments (indicated by 
bold headings) normally arranged in alphabetical 
order for ease of reference. Because of the 
divergent practices of different universities about 
the organization of subjects, it has not been con- 
sidered advantageous to group these departments 
under faculty headings, but in special cases where 
there is a group of departments constituting a 
more or less distinct entity to which it is ob- 
viously helpful to be able to refer in a consecutive 
and separate entry (e.g. a multi-departmental 
school of engineering, of medicine, or of den- 
tistry), they are set out together at the end of the 
main list, each group under a separate bold-type 
heading in capital letters, and cross-references to 
the subject headings in this grouping have been 
inserted at appropriate places in the main list. , 
Where the department of physical education 
is a teaching department, it is placed in the general 
subject list in alphabetical order, but where its 
main function is that of promoting the physical 
welfare of students of the whole university the 
names of its staff appear under the ‘Adminis- 
trative and Other Staff’ heading. 

Special Lectureships (and the names of the 
current holders thereof) which carry for the 
holder the status of a temporary member of the 
staff of the university or college and which involve 
an extended course of lectures (rather than 
merely one or two single lectures) are inserted 
before the list of ‘Administrative and Other Staff’, 
as are also entries for the teaching officers of such 
special institutes and departments, etc., as insti- 
tutes of education, research institutes and extra- 
mural departments. 


Order and Status. The names of members 
of staff are arranged under each subject heading in 
order of seniority, wherever possible, and not in 
alphabetical order. Each individual’s special 
subject {e.g. morganic chemistry, civil engineer- 
ing, modern history) and status (e.g, professor, 
reader, senior lecturer, lecturer) is indicated 
opposite his name. Where a Chair or other 
post has a distinctive title, that title is incor- 
porated in the staff list opposite the holder’s name 
(e.g. Slade Prof., Laurence Reader, Sidgwick 
Lectr.). 

Part-Time members of staff are indicated by the 
symbol f. 

Emeritus Professors are not included unless 
they are still active members of the teaching staff. 

Research Officers (including research fellows) 
are not listed by name unless they are regarded as 
regular members of staff. 

Junior Staff. The most junior staff (such as 
temporary assistants and junior demonstrators) 
are not listed by name ; such staff are normally 
covered only by a composite reference, e.g. 3 Jr. 

Men’s First Names are designateii onl^ by 
initials (e.g. Smith, J. D.) except in tjie case, of 
knights and baronets or where it is, necessary to 
distinguish between two tnon wi^h tfie s^nve 
initials and surname, at the. same university, or 
college. One first name of a knight or baronet is 
given in full. .

Maty J.) . The word ‘ Mrs. ’ is inserted before the 
names of married women, but the word ‘ Miss ’ is 
omitted except where the woman’s first name is 
likely to be unfamiliar as. such to English-speaking 
readers (as in the case of certain Eastern and 
African names). 

On Leave. Absence from the vmiversity on 
study leave, on secondment, on government duty, 
etc., . is indicated by ‘(on leave)’. It is inserted 
only where the teacher wUl be on leave during the 
greater part of the la months following March 
1963. If, however, the teacher has been seconded 
to the university jfi-oOT another university or other 
body, then ‘(on secondment from [name of 
institution]) ’ is inserted. 

Abbreviations. Lists of abbreviations (and 
relevant expansions) used for names of univer- 
sities, for degrees, for vmiversity diplomas and 
certificates, and for certain non-university quali- 
fications appear on pages xv-xxxii. 

Each individual’s university JIegrees, Diplo- 
mas AND Certificates and any of his non-uni- 
versity qualifications which are mentioned in the 
next paragraph are noted in abbreviated form after 
his natjie. The university of origin of degrees, 
diplomas andcertificates is.^so given butit should, 
be noted that degrees, diplomas and certificates 
awarded by the .university in whose entry the 
name of the staff member appears are indicated by 
being placed, without the name of the university*, 
after any other degrees, diplomas or. certificates. 
For example, the qualifications of a teacher pos- 
sessing an MA of Sydney, a PhD of Adelaide and 
.a diploma in education of Adelaide would be set 
out as follows if his name appeared in the Adelaide 
entry : MA Syd., PhD DipEd. If his name ap- 
peared in the Sydney entry his qualifications 
would be set out thus t PhD DipEd Adel., MA. 
The abbreviations for the names of universities 


are set in italic type ; it should be noted that these 
abbreviations are not necessarily identical with 
those usually employed by the awarding uni- 
versities. To save space, the word ‘Hons.’ 
( = Honours) is not placed after degrees in the 
staff lists, but ‘I-Ion.’ ( = Honorary) is inserted 
before honorary degrees. In the case of staff 
members who possess predoctorate degrees as 
well as a PhD, universities have been asked to 
include the higher of these predoctorate degrees 
as well as the PhD, .e.g. BA PhD Comb, or MSc 
Bom., PhD Calc, or PhD Syd., MA. 

Non-University Qualifications. The Year- 
book aims at providing in the staff directories an 
accurate and comprehensive list of each teacher’s 
university qualifications. Because of the need to 
save space, however, the number of titles not of 
university origin has had to be kept to a minimum 
and, to ensure consistency, it has been decided to 
list only the following such qualifications : 

(i) Honours conferred by the Crown (listed on 
pages xxx-xxxii). 

(a) Fdlowships of learned bodies of high stand- 
ing. Only those listed on pages xxx-xxxii are 
included in this edition of the Yearbook, 

■ (3) . Memberships of the senior professional 
bodies in each country for physicians and 
for civil, electrical and mechanical engineers 
(listed on p. xxx). Only one such member- 
ship is allbwed after any one person’s name. 
Associate memberships are not mentioned. 
In setting out titles and qualifications after 
names the following order is observed :

This entry 
records information about buildings completed 
or approaching completion during the period 
under review. 

Resignations of staff members of the rank of 
lecturer (or equivalent) and above are recorded. 

Deaths of staff members, or of distinguished 
staff members who had retired, are recorded. 

Student Numbers. Students are classified as 
part-time if they are engaged in regular employ- 
ment during the academic year and therefore 
cannot devote their full time to their studies. If 
a university has indicated that it has used a 
different definition a note has been added to the 
text. By new admissions is meant the number of 
students entering the university or college for the 
first time. For Yearbook purposes a student 
‘from another country’ is one whose permanent 


home residence is in that other country, i.e. one 
whose parents are only temporarily resident or 
employed abroad is not included, nor is one who 
was bom in another country and may therefore 
have a foreign nationality but is now living per- 
manently in the country in which the university 
or college is situated. 

It should be noted that, although every effort 
has been made by the editors to secure uniformity, 
the figures of student numbers given in the iiidi- 
vidual university entries may possibly be compiled 
on slightly different statistical bases even in the 
one country. 

The lists of Degrees, Diplomas and Certifi- 
cates Awarded give the numbers of students who 
have the right, under the regulations of the 
university, to use the title of the degree, diploma 
or certificate regardless of whether or not it has 
been ceremonially conferred.
